Wuat is a HiHion Dollars- 
People say: "The steamer took nwny a mil- 
lion dollars, " just as complacently as though a 
million dollars could be picked up like dirt. 
An auourmous writer remarks that but tew 
people have any more idea what millions arc 
than they have of the brogans worn by the 
cobblers who inhabit the moon. A million ot 
silver dollars possess a vastness that is rather 
startling to a man who has never faced such 
a pile. To count this sum at the rate of one 
thousand live hundred dollars an hour, and 
eight hours a day, would require a man nearly 
three months. If the said dollars were laid 
side by side, they v • reach one hundred and 
thirty-six miles, while their transportation 
would require fourteen wagons, carrying two 
tons. If millions become thus overpowering 
in their magnitude, what shall wc do wilh 
larger sums? The seconds in six thousand 
years seem almost incalculable, and yet they 
amount to less than one fifth of a trillion. A 
quadrillion of leaves of paper, each of the two 
bundreth part of an inch in thickness, would 
form a pile, the hciglli of which would be three 
hundred and thirty times the moon's distance 
from the earth. A cannon ball Hies swiftly ; 
but were one fired at the moment that one of 
our National Presidents' takes his seat in the 
While House, and were it to continue with an 
unabated velocity of twelve hundred feet a 
second during his whole term of office, it 
would not travel three millions of miles. We 
never hear of the "Wandering Jew, ' but we 
menially inquire what was the sentence of his 
punishment? Perhaps he was told to walk 
the earth until he counted a trillion. Hut we 
hear somebody say he would soon do that. 
We fear not. Suppose a man to count one in 
every second of time, day and night, without 
slopping to rest, eat, or sleep, it would take 
him thirly-two years to couut a billion, or 
thirty thousand years to count a trillion, even 
ns the French understand that term. As we 
said before, what a limited idea men have of 
the imeusity of numbers! 



TbiCurLID Hair Tkauk. — Tbisarticle, which 
to almost any casual observer would seem 
to be of small moment, is really of very great 
importance to the nation, ns wilh all our in- 
genuity we have never yet been able to find a 
substitute for it in the manufacture of bedding, 
furniture, anil many other articles of use which 
contribute to our comforts. The amount of 
business done in this article is something 
really astonishing when reduced to figures. We 
imported into this port from the various port* 
in South America during the past year a little 
over 3,000,000 His., amounting to about $960,- 
000. When imported it is not curled, but in 
the natural state, just as it is taken from the 
horses, of which many thousands aro killed 
every year on the vast pampas in Central South 
America, and is made up into ropes here and 
afterwards picked by machinery and by band, 
w hen it is ready for use. The busines in curled 
hair is increasing every year, and although the 
manufacture of hair cloth has in a great meas- 
ure died out, there is still a very great Increase 
in the amount of hair imported each year for 
this one purpose of curling. Two or three 
large houses in this country do most of the 
business, and are situated in New York, Boston 
and Baltimore, The raw material is worth 
from 32c to 34c, gold, and after manufacture 
brings from 50c to 70c, currency, but the cost 
of manufacture is a very large item, and em- 
ploys a large amount of capital and a great deal 
of skilled labor. The imports of hair into 
this port this year, in the opinion of parties 
in the business, will be from one to two thiids 
larger than last year. — New York Commercial 
bulletin. 



A Worthy Kxample. — It is stated that ti e 
day before General Harrison was inaugurated, 
President Van Buren called on him and said, 
'•Is there anything I can do to oblige you T 
"Yes," said General Harrison; "my son-in-law, 
General Pike, died on the batt'ie-field and left 
an only son, whose inclinations arc as his 
lather's for the army ; I cannot appoint him!'' 
"Is that all?" said the President, and in two 
hours the commission was signed by President 
Van Buren and sent to the young man. 

General Harrison was contemporary with 
the first President, and had the blood of the 
Virginia cavaliers in his veins. He thought, 
like Washington, that it was not becoming in 
a President of the United States to appoint his 
own relatives to office; and, therefore deter- 
mined that he could not, with propriely, give 
bis grandson — Ihe child of one who had sur- 
rendered his life while doing battle for his 
country — a place in the army. How striking 
the contrast between the views and- conduct of 
General Harrison and those of the present 
Executive, who has quartered all of his rela- 
tives, near and remote, on the Government!

REVOLUTIONARY CENTENNIAL— INTERNA- 
TIONAL EXHIBITION OF ART AND INDUS- 
TRY IN PHILADELPHIA JULY 4, 1876. 

The Forty-first Congress last winter passed 
an act in relation to tho holding of a grand 
International Exhibition of Art and Industry 
or kind of World's Fair in Philadelphia on 
the 4.h of July, 1870, as the most fitting 
celebration of the 100th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence. Governor Los 
lie has received official notification in the 
lollowing letter from Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
Secretary of State, to which we append the 
act ol Congress referred to. It will be seen 
that one commissioner and one alternate are 
to bo appointed from this Slate, but there is 
no pay attached to tho office, and hence His 
Excellency is not likely to be importuned for 
the appointment, it being only adapted for 
some one whose private fortune would place 
him above the necessity of public emolument 
The Governor has also received a letter from 
Governor Walker, of Virginia, transmitting 
a joint resolution of the Legislature of that 
Slate, inviting Kentucky and the States of 
the Northwest, formed out of territory which 
was once a part of the Old Dominion, to 
participate with that Commonwealth in the 
proposed exposition. We append these doc- 
uments also : 

PROM HON. HAMILTON FISH, SECRETATY OF STATS. 

Department of State, r 
Washington, April 15, 1871./ 
To Hit Excellency, P. H. Leslie, Governor of 
the State of Kentucky : 

Sir: 1 have the honor to inclose a copy of 
an act of Uongresj approved March 3, 1871, 
providing for the commemoration ut Philadel- 
phia, to the year 1876, of the Centennial An- 
niversary of the Independence of the United 
States by the holding of an International Exhi- 
bition of Art and Industry In that city. 

Your Racellcncy's attention is invited to the 
provisions of the act relating to the appoint- 
ment auJ duties of commissioners to represent 
the respective States and Territories, and you 
are invited (should you see fit to do so) to 
nominate suitable persons, in conformity with 
sections 3 and 4 thereof, for appointment by 
the President as commissioners lor the State of 
Kentucky. 

Congress having provided that the proposed 
exhibition shall be national in its character, it 
is the earnest desire of the President that it 
should be in every respect worthy of the na- 
tion and of the memorable event which it is 
intended to celibratc. 

The appointments wilt be made of the com- 
missioners whom you may be pleased to nomi- 
nate, as soon as your pleasure shall be made 
known.

ACT OF CONGRESS. 

An act to provide for celebrating the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of American indepen- 



dence hy holding an international exhibition 
of ana, manufactories, and products of the soil 
and mine, in (lie city of Philadelphia, and 
Slate of Pennsylvania, in the year eighteen 
hundred add seveuly-six. 

Whereas, The Dcclara'.ion of Independence of 
the United States of America was prepared, 
signed, and promulgated in the year seventeen 
hundred and seventy-six in the city of Philadel- 
phia; and whereas, it behooves the people of 
the United Stales to celebrate, by appropriate 
ceremonies, the centennial anniversary of this 
memorable and decisive event, which consti- 
tuted Ibe fourth day of July, Anno Domini Sev- 
enteen hundred and sevenly-six. the birthday 
of the nation; and whereas, it is deemed fitting 
that the completion of the first century of our 
national existence shall be commemorated by 
an exhibition of the natural resources of the 
country nud their development, and of its 
progress in those arts which benefit mankind, 
in compar ison with those of older nations ; and 
whereas, no place is so appropriate for such an 
exhibition as the city in which occurred the 
event it is designed to commemorate; and 
whereas, as the exhibition should be a national 
celebration, in which the people of the whole 
country should participate, it should have the 
sanction of the Cjngress ol the United Stales; 
theretorc, 

lie it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Contjress assembled. That an exhibition of 
American and foreign arls. products, and man- 
a facta ret shall be held, under the auspices of 
the Government of the United States, in the 
city of Philadelphia, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-six. 

} 2. That a commission to consist of not 
more than one delegate from each State, and 
from each Territory of ihe United States, 
whose functions shall continue until the close 
of the exhibition, shall be constituted, whose 
duty it shall be to prepare and superintend the 
execution of a plan for holding the exhibition, 
and, alter conference With the authorities of 
i lie city of Philadelphia, to fix upon a suitable 
site Within the corporate limits of the said 
city, where the exhibition shall be held. 

| 3. That said commissioners snail be ap- 
pointed within one year Irom the passage ol 
this act by the President ol the United States, 
on the nomination of the Governors of the 
Stales and Territories respectively. 

\ 4. That in the same manner there shall he 
appointed OoeaOOmmistjoner from eacll State 
and Territory ol the United States, who shall 
issume the place and perform the duties ol 
■iuch commissioner or commissioners as may 
ne unable to attend the meetings of the commis- 
sion. 

j} 5. That the commission shall hold its meet 
ings iu the city of Philadelphia, and thai a ma- 
jority of in members shall have full power to 
.nuke all needful rules lor its government. 

\ 6. That the commission shall report to 
Congress at the first session after its appoint- 
.neut a suitable dale lor opening and for clos- 
ing the exhibition ; a Schedule of appropriate 
:ere monies for opening or dedicating the sn me ; 
a plan or plans of the buildings; a complete 
plan lor the reception and classification of ar- 
ticles intended lor exhibition; the requisite 
custom bouse regulations lor the introduction 
into Ibis country ol the articles from foreign 
Countries, intended for exhibition; and inch 
other matters as iu their judgineul may be im- 
portant. 

\ 7. That no compensation for services shall 
bj paid to the commissioners or other officers 
provided by this act from the Treasury of ihe 
United Stales; and the United Stales shall not 
be liable for any expenses attending such exhi- 
bition, or by reason of the same. 

\ 8. That whenever Ihe President shall he 
informed by the Governor of the Stale of Penn- 
sylvania that provision has been made fjr the 
erection of suitable buildings for the purpose, 
and for the exclusive control by the commisiou 
herein provided for oT the proposed exhibition, 
the President shall, ihro'igli the Department ol 
State, make proclamation ol the same, setting 
lorth the time at which the exhibition wil! 
open and the place at which il will be held; 
and he shall communicate to the diplomatic 
representatives of all nations copies of the same, 
together with such regulations as may be 
adopted hy the Commissioners, for publication 
in the : r respective countries. 

Approved March 3, 1871. 

JOINT RESOLUTION IN RELATION TO AN INTER- 
NATIONAL EXHIBITION OF INDCSTRY AND ARTS. 
APPROVED MARCH 23, 1871. 

WiiLttKAS, On the fourth day of July, Anno 
Domini, one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-six, at the city of Philadelphia! in ihe 
State of Pennsylvania, the Declaration of In- 
dependence, written by Thomas Jefferson, of 
the Stale of Virginia, was promulgated by the 
Congress then in session ; and whereas, the del- 
egate from this State voted lor and subscribed 
to the same, declaring the United States lo be 
a free and independent nation ; and whereas, 
afterwards in the city of Philadelphia, on the 
seventrrnfh day of September, Auno Domini, 
seventeen hundred and eighty-seven, the Con- 
stitution of the United- Stairs was adopted by 
a National Convention at w hich George Wash- 
ington, of Virginia, presided; and whereas, il 
is proposed to appropriately celebrate the great 
evenl of the Declaration of Independence on its 
centennial anniversary, after the proclamation 
thereof, by an exhibition of the products of the 
country, of manufactures and of the arls, 
showing the progress and development of our 
country in comparison with oflier nations of 
the world; and whereas, il is eminently proper 
that such exhibition he held iu the city in 
which said Independence was declared and 
proclaimed, and which is associated with so 
many events connected with the commence- 
ment of our history as a nation ; and whereas, 
in view of these considerations, a bill litis been 
passed by the Congress of the United States 
providing for the holding of such exhibition 
in the city of Philadelphia, commencing un 
the fourth day of July, Anno Domini, eighteen 
hundred and sevrnry-six, and we approving of 
the plan proposed Of celebrating said anniver- 
sary: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the inhabitants of Ihe Stales 
which were a part of Virginia at the time of 
Ihe passage of the Declaration of Independence, 
be and they are hereby invited to participate 
with ibis Commonwealth in Ihe proposed ex- 
position commencing on the fourth day of July, 
eighteen hundred and seventy -six. 

Resolved, That Ihe President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Delegates be 
instructed to appoint committees from their 
respective bodies, to Consist of three from the 
Senate and five from the House of Delegates, 
to visit the city of Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of conferring wilh the local committee of 
that city having the subject in charge, and 
recommending such further steps as may be 
necessary lo be taken by the Slate of Virginia 
in furtherance of said International Centennial 
Exposition: Provided, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall justify or require an appropriation 
from the treasury. 

Resolved, That the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth be requested to cause copies of these 
resolutions to be forwarded lo the Governors I 
of the States of Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, and West Vir- 
ginia.

SHESMAN OS THE KU-KLUX. 

(XewJOr'oans Letter. April *?.) 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, with Col. McCloy, of 
his stuff, and Geo. Marry, Inspector General of 
the United Stales Army, arrived here lust week 
en route for Texas and the Western frontier. 

The arrival of the General, of course, created 
a stir among the Federal officers, civil and 
military, and set the Radical politicians to Ihe 
thinking of how they might, individually and 
Collectively, make some capital oul of his visit. 
It was arranged that the American Union 
Club should tender him a reception with 
loasfs, music, speeches, and the usual inciden 
tals. The General, when advised of the fact, 
ami invited to attend the affair, inquired 
pointedly if the club was n political one, in- 
timating that if it was, he would prefer lo he 
excused He was informed that it was not 
political in its character, hut a social organiza- 
tion of gentlemen, many of whom were ex- 
otlieeis and soldiers of the Union army. Upon 
this assurance he aecepled the invitation, and 
on Thursday evening ihe reception took place 
at the rooms of the club, No. 13, St. Charles 
street. The fact is. that the club is composed 
chieHy of ultra Radic il politicians of lar^e ex- 
pectations and correspondingly small intel- 
lectual force. 

The toast and speeches were what might he 
expected of such an organisation, on such an 
occ asion, wilh the exception of ihe General's 
remark-, whicji fell like a wet blanket on the 
spirits of the manipulators. He declined sev- 
eral times lo speak, and at length very reluc- 
tantly reepOn led. It was very evident that he 
did not wish to spsak, but '■Sherman I" '-Sher- 
man I" resounded again and again over the 
room, and finally, alter begging repeatedly lo 
be excused, be responded substantially as fol- 
lows : 

GENERAL SHERMAN S SPEECH. 

"I believe this Government. Will keep on 
growing until it spreads itself over the entire 
American continent; but, in order to gain this 

much desired end, and to maintain ourselves 
as a free independent Republic, we have got to 
show more charily toward each oilier. It has 
been remarked by some gentleman who has 
preceded me, thai it was generally coneeded, 
by tbe soidiers of both armies, at the close of 
the civil v*ir, that if the questions and all 
matters of Ihe settlement of the differences be- 
tween the North aud the South were left to 
the armies, it would be settled at once, and 
ever) thing WOUld become quiet and orderly. 
1 so believed, aud before signing the agreement 
with General Joe Jobnst >n I called together nil 
the Generals under my command, and, without 
a dissenting voice they agree 1 with me. I 
believed they surrendered in good faith, and 
would have lived up to the very letter of the 
agreement, and, iu my opinion, if there had 
been no reconstruction acts of Congress, and 
the armies been left al the time to Settle all 
questions of differences b.-lween the different 
sections of the country, the people would h >vc 
at oner become quiet and peaceable. I prob- 
ably have as good means of information as 
most persons in regard to what is railed the 
Ku-Kliix, and am perfectly satisfied that the 
thing is greatly over-estimated; and if tie 
Ku-Klux hills were kepi out of Congress, ami 
the army kept at their legitimate duties, there 
are enough good aud true men in all Southern 
Slates to put down all Ku-Klux or other bauds 
of marauders." 

These were just about the remarks that his 
entertainers did no' want him to make, and 
there were many who doubtless concluded that 
they had made a blunder in insisting so per- 
sistently on having a speech from the General 
of ihe Army. 

It is difficult lo convey through a letter the 
exact impression made by the manner, as well 
as by the words ol the speaker, but it is very 
clear '.hat he had no faith in the legislative 
mosaic called reconstruction acts, aud that he 
did not consider (he Ku-Klux of sufficient 
Strength or consequence to require the repres- 
sive agency of the United States army. In fact, 
he spoke rather coutempinously of the whole 
business, iu and out of Congress. 

In private conversation he was even more 
emphatic and Uttreserved. Speaking of the 
San Domingo scheme, he said to me: 

"We have territory enough — more than we 
have use for. We can hire a coaling-station 
in tbe West Indies for three thousand dollars a 
year, and we had belter do that. 



CENSUS OF THE UNITED STATES— TOTAL 
POPULATION 38,547 S31-GRANT'S 
CHANCES FOR REN0MINA- 
TI0N. AC. 

(Special dispatch to tho Louisville Ledger.) 

Washington, April 28. 

The Senate some time since called on the 
Census Bureau for the returns of population. 
The reply embraces the latest returns, and is 
subject only lo some trilling changes in the 
Western township;. The population of Slates 
is 38,10-4,840; Trrritorirs and Dislrirt of 
Columbia, 443,691) total population, 38,517,- 
534. The Census Bureau expect to complete 
the first volume of the report, embracing the 
population, in three months. They do not 
intend to make a preliminary report, as the 
apportionment question is expected to bo a 
leading topic for the next Congress. 

Tbe decision that the settlement by the 
Joint High C immission is to include claims 
for drprrdations by all cruisers fitted out in 
England, has caused Inquiry into the amount 
embraced. It appears that the whole amount 
of claims is a little over $13,000,000, and 
with interest would reach eighteen or twenty 
millions; but as these will go before the board, 
the proc.'SS of examination will reduce them 
considerably. There is talk of claims on ac- 
count of losses on salesof some 700 United States 
vessels transferred to escape capture, but Con- 
gress ben stigmatized these transfers by refus- 
ing their applications for American registers. 
It is not believed any allowance will be made 
on this account. 

A prominent Radical politician, just re- 
turned Irom an extensive tour in tbe North, 
says that Grant will certainly be beaten 
for renomination, and will not allow any 
one else to be elected if he fails to get nomi- 
nated. 

Commissioner Plensanton ha3 directed as- 
sessors not lo tax salaries of State officers or of 
necessary agencies carrying on State Govern- 
ments. 

A Federal judge in Idaho has come to grief 
bv a wag writing, in his name, a letter of 
resignation to the President, who at once filled 
his place. The victim of the hoax has come

Care for fiheamalism. 

As so many are suffering with the rheuma- 
tism, I could do nothing better than to give a 
recipe that I know is good. In the spring and 
guroiner of 1866. my wife was so afflicted with 
it that she could not use her right arm, and 
was unable to rise up in bed. We tried many 
liniments, recipes and medicines, but to no pur- 
pose. Doctors said nothing could he done, only 
give it time and let it wear away. One day 
an old German veterinary surgeon told me to 
take equal parts of the best oil of juniper and 
spirits of turpentine, and npply to the parts 
affected. I did so. and in a lew days my wife 
was well. A few weeks later while at a pic- 
Die, she caught cold, and was soon as low as 
•rer. Again did we apply everything we 
could get, galvanic battcric3 and all. We got 
the above recipe filled, both the oil and spirits 
being clear as water, and in a few days she 
was well, and remained so for over two years. 
Always be sure to use only the best quality of 
oil and spirits. — Exchange . 

Protection or Cob.n Against Crows, Sqoir- 
BEL8, etc. — As the time for planting corn is 
rapidly approaching, it may be of interest to 
many of our farmers to know that corn cov- 
ered with tar before planting, will insure it 
against the depredations of squirrels and rac- 
coons, as well as against crows and black 
birds. 

The manner of preparing it is this: Take 
one or two bushels of the shelled seed corn, 
and spread on a floor, so as to be about four 
inches thick. Then take a vessel of tar and 
pour on a few spoonfuls at a time — stirring all 
the while. Continue this until the grains arc 
coated with a very thin layer of tar. Then 
pour on ashei or plaster, and work all well to- 
gether with a shovel. The corn can then be 
kandled without sticking to the fingers; and 
nothing except cut worms will ever disturb it. 
The ashes or plnster will also be a good fertil- 
izer for the young corn and_give it an early 
start. 



The following beautiful chemical experiment 
may easily be performed by a lady, to the great 
astonishment of a circle at her tea-party: Take 
two or three leaves of red cabbage, cut them 
into small bits, put them into a basin, and pour 
a pint of boiling water on them ; let it stand 
an hour, then pour off the liquor into a decan- 
ter. It will be of a fine blue color. Then tnke 
four wineglasses; into one pour six drops of 
strong vinegar; into another six drops of solu- 
tion of soda; in a third the same quantity of a 
strong solution of alum, and let the fourth 
glass remain empty. The glasses may be pre- 
pared some time before, and the few drops of 
colorless liquids which have been placed in 
them will not be noticed. Fill up the glasses 
, from the decanter, and liquid poured into the 
i glass containing the acid will quickly become 
1 a beautiful red, that in the glass containing the 
soda will be a flue green, that poured into the 
empty one will remain unchanged. By adding 
I a litle vinegar to the green, it will immediate- 
ly change to red; and, on adding a little of 
solution of soda to the led, it will assume a 
fine green; thus showing the action of acids 
and alkalies on vegetable blues. 
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Power ok Indiax-rcihier to Deaden Sound 
— Chambers' Journal gives this illustration of 
the power of india-rubber to deaden sound: 
We once visited a factory where some fiirt j r or 
fifty coppersmiths were at work in a shop above 
our heads : but, what was remarkable, scarcely 
a sound of their noisy hammering could be 
heard. On going upstairs we saw the explana- 
tion. Each leg of every bench rested on a 
cushion made of india-rubber cuttiugs. This 
completely deadened the souud. 



SSaT'Tue following conversation took place, 
a few days since, between a master-builder and 
day-laborer: "What wages do you expect?''

Anecdote or Daniel Webster. — It is well 
known that the late Daniel Webster was a man 
of luxurious tastes and expensive habits, which 
frequently brought him into pecuniary difficul- 
ties. Apropos of this a friend sends us from 
Washington the following anecdote, which we 
do not remember to havo seen in print: A 
Western gentleman, shortly after the great 
statesman's death, inveighed seriously, to a 
mutual friend, against these habits, and en- 
forced his remarks with a practical illustration. 
"Why, sir," he exclaimed, "I traveled all 
night with Webster in a stage coach out West, 
Dot long ago, and in the morning we all got 
out at a little hotel to stretch our legs and get 
breakfast. Webster took up a traveling-case, 
with combs, hair-brush, and tooth-brush, all of 
which he used vigorously. When bed got 
through I asked him to lend me his tooth-brush, 
as there wasn't any at the sink where we 
washed, and Mr. Webster courteously complied. 
After using and rinsing it off I handed it back; 
and, will you believe it? the extravagant fel- 
low just pitched it over into the bushes. It 
wa9 a good new brush, too, and might have 
lasted him two or three months longer. No 
wonder he was always in debt.'' 



How to Have Early Tomatoes. — Tomatoes 
on heavy soil may he obtained from four to 
five weeks earlier than usual, by setting the 
plants on the tops of sharp hills. The hills 
should be about riiteen inches high and three 
feet in diameter at the base. Water the plants 
only when first set, and dust the plant and 
whole hill frequently with plaster. The to- 
mato coming from a hot and dry country, will 
endure a drought that would prove fatal to 
less hardy plants. It needs heat most, and 
this is secured by planting on steep hills, on 
which the sun s rays strike less obliquely than 
on flat surfaces. Land should not be over rich 
for the tomato, very fertile soil producing too 
great a growth of vine. The vines should be 
'pinched in" and the blossoms removed alter 
the fir6t setting have attained the size of mar- 
bles; but iu any case, the vines be permitted 
to fall directly on the ground , that the Iruil may 
have the full benefit of the heat of the sun 
nnd warmth from the earth. By saving the 
first well-formed ripe tomato for seed, for sev- 
eral successive years, a variety may be ob- 
tained that for carlituss will be far superior to 
the original stock.
